court. A question regarding Mr. Lin- 
gafelter being the owner of $50,000 
is property tmincumbered, also met 
with the objection of the prosecution, 
which was sustained by the court. 


At this point counsel on both sides 


rested and the court, after delivering 
the usual caution to the jury, statsci 
to counsel that if there were any re- 
quests to be filed they should be pre-

this court was dismissed. 


It was 8:50 
Thursday morning 


when court convened for the Linga- 
felter trial. Mr. James Linehan tes- 
tified to his familiarity with the writ- 
ing of the defendant.

in Lingafelter's handwriting. 


In cross examining the witness the- 


state's attorneys used the same sys- 
tem of questioning this witness as the 
others of the defense who had been 
examined.

statement that he had never seen Lin- 
gafelter try 
to disguise his 
hand- 


writing, but if he should do so he 
(the witness) probably could not leli

Handwriting Expert 
H. D. Gould 


took the stand for

study of handwriting 29 years ago in 
Washington in tee treasury deparr.- 
ment and had testified in all of the 
courts.

writing.

A detailed and technical 
descrip-j 


tion of the distinct ehnrfieteristics of 
Lingafelter's writing as registered by 
the nerves, and 
the witness stated 


that it "ivould be a physical impossi- 
bility. 


The cross 
examination 
of Prc£. 


Gould was conducted by Prosecutor 
Fitzgibbon, and dealt largely with the 
experience of the witness. 
On cross 


examination the prosecutor referred 
to the compensation of 
the expert 


witness, as did the defense with the 
state's expert. 
The witness, who is 


an author of numerous text books 
used in schools, an expert microscop- 
ist, and a teacher of science, held his 
own during the stinging fire of ques- 
tions from the prosecutor, and proved 
without doubt the best witness of the 
defense so far. The examination was 
highly technical, but the witness did 
not vary in any of his statements. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 


At 2:30 Wednesday afternoon the 


defense called their 
third 
witness, 


City Solicitor Frank A. Bolton. . The 
witness stated that he had known the 
defendant for possibly 10 years, and 
knew, the handwriting of Mr. Linga-

was the next witness for the defense.

fense's witnesses up to this time, and 
practically brought forth 'the same re- 
sults in cross examination 
by Mr. 


Kibler. 


After a short recess John W. Ad- 


ams took the stand as a witness on 
the defendant's handwriting. 


The witness stated on cross exam- 


ination that he had been associated 
with Mr. Lingafelter 
as excursion 


agent of Idlewilde park at the time 
when the defendant was manager of 
that place of amusement. 


By Mr. Kibler: 
Suppose that Lin- 


gafelter wrote that signature, 
and 


when he worte it tried to disguise his 
own writing and make it as much like 
the true signature as possble, would 
you, 
under those circumstances, be 


competent to judge as to whether or 
not it was his writing? 


I would not. 
The stame list of receipts, receipt 


stubs, certificates 
and orders were 


shown the witness who did not ex- 
press positive identification 
of the 


writing on a number of them. 


William H. Davis, ex-county areas- 


urer, testified to a knowledge of Mr. 
Lingafelter's handwriting, and stated 
that the James Cormican signature 
was not in Mr. Lingafelter's hand- 
writing. 


In cross examining the witness, At- 


torney Kibler asked the witness if it 
were not true that he owed Mr. Lin- 
gafelter a great many favors, and if 
it were not also true that, at the time 
of the failure of the institution on the 
East Side, »he had an overdraft of 
94000 there. To this the defense ob- 
jected, and the objection 
was .sus- 


tained by the court. 


Mrs. 
Ella Connel said she was fa- 


miliar with the defendant's writing 
from seeing his writing in the county 
recorder's office, and denied that the 
signature was written by the defend- 
ant, but that she had never seen a'r- 
but the natural handwriting of Mr. 
Lingafelter. 


Guy Billingslea 
was called 
next. 


His testimony was along the 
same 


general lines as those who preceded 
him, 
and there were no new develop- 


ments brought out.

Columbus, O., Oct. 4.—John W. 


Gregg of Piketon, whose resignation, 
as a trustee of the state hospital at 
Athens for insane was requested by; 
Governor Harris, refuses to resign. 
He says he knows of no reason why. 
he should do so. It is probable tha 
governor will remove him. 


Two trustees of the Athens hospital 


have tendered their resignation as re- 
quested by the governor, John Kaiser 
of Marietta, a Republican, and W. H.. 
Williams of Columbus, a Democrat, 
The reason given by Williams for re- 
signing is ill health, having had a 
stroke of paralysis recently. Both res- 
ignations were accepted. 
- 


The report of the committee of the 


state board of charities, which invest 
tigated charges as to the management 
of the Athens hospital, was made pubr 
lie by Governor Harris, as it forms the 
basis of his action in reorganizing the 
board of that institution. The report 
sets forth that three charges were 
made against the board, viz: Exces- 
sive prices, underweights and meas- 
ures, exclusion of competition. In a 
report bv Mr. Rochester, an inspector 
for the state auditor, it is stated that 
the excessive charges were paid. The 
board says it challenged the steward, 
J. L. Carpenter, to show where this 
charge was in error, and that in the 
committee's opinion he failed to do so. 
As to the charge of short weights and 
measures on delicacies the 
board 


says: "We regard this as a very seri- 
ous matter and regret that we are 
able to make no conclusive report oa 
it." 
As to the steward the report 


says: "No evidence was given to show; 
dishonesty on part of the steward." 


As to the charge o? exclusion of 


competition the report states: 
"It is 


our judgment that Mr. Carpenter, in, 
following the method of his predeces- 
sors, did not satisfy the provision of 
the law requiring supplies to be pur- 
chased upon the best possible terms 
and lowest cash value.

Hughes Say* the Opposition to Him 


la a Masquerade and Hearst Says 
His Opponent Is a Corporation Law- 
yer—Statement by Senator Foraker. 
Political Affairs. 


New York, Oct. 4.—With the dec- 


laration that tbe issue in the forth- 
coming campaign in this state is not 
partisan at all, but the vital issue of 
decent government,Charles E. Hughes 
formally accepted the nomination for 
governor, which was communicated to 
him by a committee fiom the Repub- 
lican state convention lecently held at 
Saratoga. When Hughes mentioned 
President 
Roosevelt 
his 
auditors 


broke into cheering, uhich continued 
some time Referring to hib opponent 
Mr Hushes said: 


"What do we find in opposition to 


us? A masquerade. An Independence 
League whose independence has been 
betrayed and called but a spurious 
Democratic party, which has violated 
every principle of Democratic govern- 
ment. If you would know the sort of 
administiation we would hare in the 
event of their success, look at the- 
Buffalo convention; for there you will 
find their motives and their methods 
mirrored; their motive, selfishness, 
and their method, intugue. We test 
the sincerity of their independence bj 
their efforts to procure the Demo- 
cratic nomination; of their denuncia- 
tions of bosses by their deals with 
bosses; of their appeals to American 
ideals by their despotic proceedings; 
of their attacks upon money in politics 
by their use of money in politics; of 
their devotion to the interests of the 
people by their efforts to ferment dis- 
order and exploit ignorance in the in- 
terests of selfish ambition. The su- 
preme issue of this campaign is the 
vital issue of decent government. The 
question is whether the unholy alli- 
ance that succeeded at Buffalo shall 
capture the state of Xew York." 


Hearst Scores Hughes. 


William R. Hearst sent the Inde- 


pendence League a formal letter ac- 
cepting his nomination for governor 
by the league. In the letter he has 
this to say about his opponent: 
"You see a corporation lawyer put 
forward as the standard bearer of the 
Republican party in this campaign. 
You see corporation lawyers and vio- 
lent partisans of monopolies held up 
to you as the only men fit to select 
your judges. 
The people know that 


their enemies are the originators and 
managers of oppressive trusts. They 
know that these trusts are in control 
of the Republican machine in this 
state. They see Mr. Sheldon chosen 
as treasurer to raise and spend the 
money for Mr. Hughes, the corpora- 
tion attorney. And when they realize 
that Mr. Sheldon, director in 21 cor- 
porations, notoriously connected with 
the collapsed shipbuilding trust, as 
the financial reliance of the ticket 
which Mr. Hughes heads, they can not 
lookron that ticket as promising much 
foi the prosperity of the people." The 
remainder of the letter is devoted to 
a discussion of the policies and pur- 
poses of the Independence League. 


Foraker's Reply to Jones. 


Cincinnati, 0., Oct. 4.—Senator For- 


aker, in reply to Aaron Jones, who 
was supreme master of the Ohio 
grange, makes 
several 
important 


statements. He declares that the Hep- 
burn law is a gold brick; that the 
farmers will suffer from its operatfon 
and be disappointed in the end. "So 
far as the railway rate bill is con- 
cerned, I did "not oppose government 
ownership or government control of 
railroads, but what I contended for 
was that what w e needed was not new 
legislation, but more enforcement of 
the legislation ue already had."' He 
sajs the Elkins law is sufficient to 
regulate the evils of rebates and dis- 
crimination 
He declares he opposed 


the rate bill because he considered it 
unconstitutional, and said: "If I am to 
be controlled by somebody in Wash- 
ington, or in Ohio, or elsewhere as to 
my vote, there is no honor in being a 
senator, and I would not hold the of- 
fice over night." 


Beveridge In Iowa. 


Des Momes, la. Oct. 4. — Senator 


Beveridge opened the Republican cam- 
paign in Des Moines before a large 
audience. He entered into a general 
defense of Republican administrations 
and congresses and also discussed the 
Cuba situation. Regarding tariff re- 
\ision Mr. Beveridge declared that 
there must be some changes in sched- 
ules, but not a general revision. 'Some 
•schpdnipf; shou'd ne revised," he said, 
"and this should be done in the high 
tide of our prosperity, when business 
can easilj adjust itself to the change." 


Fagin's Version. 


Cincinaati, O. Oct. 4.—Vivian Fa- 


gin, who was removed from the office 
of United States marshal fon southern 
district of Ohio, declared that the ad- 
ministration at Washington, through 
Congressman Longworth, made a deal 
with the Cox organization to sacrifice 
Pagin in exchange for Longworth's 
nomination to congress for the First 
district, of Ohio 
Senator Foraker's 


support, he declared, was secured in 
the same wav by the threat that he 


would not be Indorsed at the Republi- 
can state convention unless he used 
his influence against Fagin. The same 
influence, Fagin says, was brought to 
bear on Senator Dick. It is doubtful 
if Eugene Lewis, former auditor of 
Hamilton county, who was named to 
succeed 
Fagin, 
will 
make ^rnany 


changes In the present office force. 


Bryan's Campaign Work. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 4.—W. J. Bryan 


started on a campaigning tour which, 
With few interruptions, will continue 
until election day. After his speech 
Wednesday night at St. Joseph, Mo., 
he returned to Nebraska for the re- 
mainder of the week. The week fol- 
lowing, and perhaps longer, will be 
spent in Kansas, and from there the 
central states will be visited. Mr. 
Brvan is hopeful of fusion success in 
Nebraska and will make another tour 
of this state before the campaign 
closes. 


Rhode Island Democrats. 


Providence, R. I., Oct 4.—The Dem- 


ocratic state convention nominated 
James Higgins, mayor of Pawtucket, 
for governor by acclamation. 
The 


platform declares bossism to be the is- 
sue. The ticket was completed as fol- 
lows: Lieutenant goveinor, Charles 
M. Sisson, Providence; secretary of 
state, William Palmer, East Provi- 
dence; attorney general, Edward M. 
Sullivan, Cranston; state treasurer, 
John H Archambault, Warwick. 


Fairbanks in Ohio. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., Oct. 4 —Vice 


President Charles W. Fairbanks left 
for Cleveland enroute to attend a 
meeting of the trustees of the McKin- 
ley Memorial association at Canton, 
Ohio. Returning to Cleveland Thurs- 
day night, he will go to Erie, Pa., Fri- 
day, where he will deliver an address.

The Thieves Killed Bank Manager 


and Got Away With Loot. 


San Francisco, Oct. 4.—Two robbers 


entered the Kimmon Ginko, a Jap- 
anese bank, also known as the Golden 
Gate bank, and after fatally beating 
S. Urakata, the manager of the bank, 
and seriously injuring A. Sassaki, a 
clerk, with a piece of gas pipe, es- 
caped with $5,000 in gold. 
Urakata 


died two hours later. 


The robbers chose a" time when 


there were but few persons transact- 
ing business in the bank and was so 
quickly effected that it was all over 
before the people passing the doors 
•were aware of what had taken place. 
While one of the holdup men engaged 
the paying teller of the bank the other 
walked to the rear of the bank and, 
getting behind the counter, picked up 
a sack containing $5,000. The action 
of the robber who went to the rear of 
the bank was witnessed by one of the 
clerks, who immediately raised the 
alarm. The cry had scarcely left his 
lips before he M as struck down by the 
man who was carving out> the gold. 


Both robbers stopped long enough 


to beat their victims into unconscious- 
ness, then walked leisurely from the 
bank and disappeared. The crime was 
discovered a moment or two later 
when several customers entered the 
bank to make deposits. 'They found 
the clerks lying prone on the floor and 
immediately gave the alarm

the case every available detective and 
policeman. He advanced the theory 
that the robbeis are the same men 
who recently killed Pfietzner and 
Friede, merchants, in their stores.

him in a cell and 


making their escape.

lock or unlock any or all cells without 
entering the corridor, 
but without 


taking the precaution, 
perhaps, of 


seeing that the men whom he had re-

They shall sell- to any 
person or persons the exclusive right of 
burial and of erecting 'suitable monu- 
ments to- the memory of the dead, upon 
any lot or subdivision,, designated at the 
time of sale.

tions and ordinances a,s the Board or 
Council may prescribe.

the trousers were turned wrong side 
out. 
This might suggest foul play, 


but the fact that the man was walk- 
ing to Columbus, or at least walking 
in that direction, makes it seem that 
he surely could have had no money 
upon his person. 
The fact that the 


pockets were turned wrong side out 
may be accounted 
for by the mar 


having his hands in them and wien 
struck by the train, drew them out 
suddenly.

Doing Mischief in a Cuban Province. 


Rebels Lay Down Their Arms. 


Havana, Oct. 4. — Since the cessa- 


tion of hostilities in Cuba several 
marauding bands hare stolen or de- 
stroyed more or less property in Santa 
Clara province. This week a band at- 
tacked the San Nicholas plantation, 
owned by a captain of the rural 
guards, and butchered 200 head of 
cattle. The motive for this is said to 
have been personal spite. 


The readiness' with which rebels 


lay down their arms is a surprise to 
tKe provisional government. This oper- 
ation is now well under way in the 
vicinity of Havana. 700 of Guerra's 
men with their horses having been 
sent by train to Pinar Del Rio, while 
one brigade marched to Guanajay with- 
out a sign of disorder. 
Hundreds of 


persons went from Havana to San- 
tiago de Las Vegas and Rincon to 
view the disarmament 
They we're 


disappointed at not seeing the rebels 
actually 
surrender 
their guns, but 


nevertheless they'witnessed an inter- 
esting sight. As a concession to the 
men-General Funston and Major Ladd 
permitted them to take their arms to 
Pinar Del Rio, wliere most of the mej. 
joined the insurgent army. The rifles 
were first counted by officers of ma- 
rines under the direction of Major 
Ladd, ana the men will be reqnlred t» 
surrender them before leaving the 
train at Pinar Del Rio. 


Governor Taft received a dispatch 


that the threatened disturbances in 
Cienfue'gos were obviated by the with- 
drawal of insurgents from that city. 


It is reported that some of General 


Castillo's followers are reluctant t9 
disarm, but all the brigade comman- 
ders informed Major Ladd that their 
inen will disarm and disband when or- 
dered to do so. General Castillo issue^ 
an order to all his subordinates tellins 
them to' comply with every request of 
the United States officers.
